ROBERT T. LINCOLN’S CANDIDACY. 


The Continent continues its warm advo­ 
cacy of Secretary Roliert T. Lincoln for 
the Presidential nomination, despite the 
fact that the popular expression, so far as 
made, is th at Mr. Lincoln should, at best, 
be placed only second on the ticket. 
The 
Continent cannot present any stronger or 
more forcible reason for its position than 
the “ power” of Mr. Lincoln's name. 
To 
us this is his weakness. 
The question 
should be, not what spurs one’s progenitors 
wore, but “ what is he ? ’ 
Mr. Lincoln is 
unquestionably a good man, but no one 
lias yet been found so hold as to exalt him 
above other prom inent candidates because 
of his attainm ents. 
If nominated Mr. 
Lincoln will receive the hearty support of 
the whole Republican party. 
And it is 
entirely probable that he would be a safe 
man. 
But the “ safe” man is generally 
accepted as the negative man. 
The objec­ 
tions that present as to Mr. Lincoln are 
not personal to him, nor do they involve 
at all the question of his availability, 
lie 
is objectionable because there is but one 
reason advanced for his nomination—his 
name. 
He ¡s to be nominated, if at all, 
because he is the son of his father. 
In his 
case this would not at all affect the coun­ 
try injuriously, but we submit that it is 
not wise for this Republic to set up 
“ h o u s e s t o 
select 
officers 
because 
of 
lines 
of 
descent. 
Aristocracies 
have 
their 
birth 
in 
precisely such 
precedents. 
We want men to lead the Re­ 
publican party, and not names merely. Mr. 
Lincoln has made a good Secretary, so has 
Judge Folger and Mr. Teller, and no one 
will venture to compare the first to the two 
latter as to points of ability. 
“ Names,” 
says the C ontinent, “ must Ik1 inscribed upon 
our banners which will command universal 
confidence and awaken the utmost enthusi­ 
asm.” 
True enough : but we submit that 
names merely should do neither. 
It is the 
man behind the name that inspires real con­ 
fidence and awakens real enthusiasm ; and 
hack of that it is the record of thought 
and deed and life work of the m an ; and 
below all is the sustaining substructure of 
principle for which the party stands th at 
puts the man forward. 
The contest of 
1884 we should prefer to see made upon 
Republican principles solely, fortified, so 
far as the ticket is concerned, hy men 
whose career lias been marked in their 
support hy statesmanlike conduct and ex­ 
perience.

calculable. 
The San 
Francisco C all recently re­ 
marked th at our rivers “ should be pre­ 
served, at whatever expense," but “ the 
Government will scarcely sjieiid money to 
im pound debris while the work of making 
new debris is going on.” 
This is no new 
thing to state, and while it has some force, 
it is, after all, an insufficient excuse. 
The 
fact is th at while the valley |*>oplc are do­ 
ing their utmost to legally stop the contri­ 
bution of “ new debris” the Government 
could well employ its engineers and means 
in river improvement that mast Ik- done ir- 
rcspective of the hydraulic mining ques­ 
tion. 
The depositions already in the 
stream s and below the influence of hy­ 
draulic mining, the shoals, the emissions in 
banks, etc., must be cared for, and the 
ability of the river to clear itself stim u­ 
lated and its possible diversion from its 
present channel prevented.

provements be made as may best secure 
that result; whereas, the flow of debris in 
the rivers of this State has been restrained 
under the decision of the Circuit Court of 
the United States, ami. therefore, the rea­ 
son advanced by the W ar Department, that 
as long as that was permitted it was useless 
to expend public moneys in their improve­ 
ment, no longer exists; therefore, be it re­ 
solved by the Assembly, the Senate con­ 
curring, that our Senators and Representa­ 
tives in Congress be requested to use all 
honorable means, either by personal appli­ 
cation at the W ar Department <>r by action 
of Congress, to secure, on the part of the 
Government of the United States, the im ­ 
provement 
of

The building con­ 
tained forty-five paupers; thirty-one escaped 
and all the hired help.

SECOND DISPATCH. 1 
Kalamazoo, April ;wth.—The County Farm 
lies mid-way between the villages of Hartford 
and Lawrence, three mikes from each, and be­ 
yond lire assistance; but when the flames were 
discovered the buildings were already so in­ 
volved that help would nave ln*eu useless. The 
buildings comprised a large two-story frame up­ 
right, with a w ing extending east, and a two- 
story addition projecting south from the rear of 
the main building. The latter was occupied by 
the Superintendent. Mr. Cash, his family and 
hired help. One of the latter, named Halsey, 
was aroused by the erics of the inmates. Going 
down the hall he opened the door toth etw o- 
Ktorv addition, when lie was almost overpowered 
b\ the volume of flames and smoke that burst 
out. 
He had barely time to give the alarm in 
the Superintendent’s quarter. The paupers in 
the addition were already past help. The occu­ 
pants of the front building only escaped with 
their lives, nothing else being saved but two or 
three articles o f furniture. The addition con­ 
tained sleeping accommodations for about 
twenty. Three escaped. The remainder of the 
inmates of the institution were in adetached 
building known os “ the jail.” They comprised 
the idiotie, violently insane, etc. Between that 
and the main structure was another detached 
building, the intervals separating them being, 
perhaps, forty feel, which delayed the progress 
of the flames uutil the inmates o f “ the jail ” 
could be saved. The inmates who were lost 
comprised the better class of paupers, those in 
comfortable condition and able to assist alxmt 
the premises. The county authorities made pro­ 
vision in the neighborhood for temporary care 
of the remaining inmates. There* were* about 
sixty occupants of the burned buildings.

search disclosed two cartridges under the steps 
approaching the Speaker’s chamber, these hav­ 
ing also wire and fuse attached. The dynamite 
was placed in position to-day, as the cartridges 
cotila not have failed to be discovered had they 
lieen there before. The excitement around the 
Parliament building reigns supreme. The car­ 
tridge''1 are about six inches long by an inch and 
half in diameter, and are called .Etna Pow­ 
der Co.. Chicago. Two shells appeared to la* 
newly oiled, to keep out moisture. One of the 
cartridges would have been sufficient to blow up 
the wing of the building. The miscreants must 
have been disturbed, as the attachment was 
found a short distance from the cartridges.
